Buchanan of Early Makes Warm Re- 
ply to Steed of Carroll. Effort 
to Tax Foreign Corporations 
Again Comes Forward 
in the House. 


The proceedings of the. house were 
somewhat enlivened just after roll call 
yesterday morning by a little misunder- 
between uir.

Mr. Buchanan secured a reconsideration 
of the bill to provide for the establishe 
ment of a dispensary in Arlington, whica 
is on the line between Early and Calhoun 
counties.. This bill was defeated several 
days ago. 

Then Mr. Buchanan read an extract 
\from a published statement of the pro- 
ceedings of the house in which Mr. Steed, 
of Carroll, was quoted as saying any 
charge that he had misrepresented tne 
facts in the Arlington dispensary case 
'was false. Mr. Buchanan had _=§ stated 
that Mr. Steed had misrepresented the 
| matter. 
| “I now wish to ask fhe gentleman from 
Carroll if he will retract that statement,’’ 
said Mr. Buchanan, advancing toward 
Mr. Steed’s seat. 

“Il have always endeavored to be uni- 

formly courteous to every member of tae 
house,””’ Mr. Steel said. “I have acted 
‘in this matter fairly and justly, as I 
have in all others, and until the gentle- 
|man from Early retracts his charge of 
misrepresentation, I have nothing to re- 
| tract.” 
It looked for a moment as if there 
‘might be more serious warfare, but the 
speaker secured order and Mr. Buch- 
‘anan resumed his remarks. 

Mr. Bucnanan declared the charge was 
malignant, false and unwarranted. 

“I have not been discourteous to Mr. 
| Steed, of Carroll, nor to any other mem- 
,ber of this house, Mr. Buchanan salild.. 
|‘‘He has pursued me and his conduct has 
| been discourteous towards mé. It shows 
'a malignant and degraded heart and—": 
Speaker Morris called the speaker to 
1Oorder and forbade any further imdul- 
gence in personalities. 

Mr. Buchanan said he felt driven to 

| the necessity of making tne statement 
he did, and that- he would be recreant 
‘to the trust given him if he did not re- 
sent an insult of this character. 
Mr. Buchanan then went on to state 
‘that he had received several petitions 
| urging the passage of tne Arlington dis- 
pensary bill, and had received letters 
from many prominent citizeng stating 
| that they had withdrawn their objections 
to the measure. The point was made 
| that the bill was not aip for considera- 
. tion, and Mr. Buchanan brought his re- 
| marks to a conclusion. 

Coca-Cola and Peruna. 
Consideration of the beer and Coca- 
‘Cola paragrapa, No. 23, of the general 
tax act was then taken up and the house, 
by the close vote of 65 to 64, adopted 
'the amendment by Mr. Kelly, of Glas- 
/ cock, making the tax on the manufactur- 
ers of Coca-Cola, Celery Coca, Afri-Cola, 
Wine-Coca and similar beverages $1,000. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, during the debate, 
read extracts from testimony given by 
State Chemist John M. McCandless -and 
other chemists of national reputation to 
the effect that analyses of various sam- 
ples of Coca-Cola obtained from differ- 
ent sources showed tnat Coca-Cola did 
not contain any alcohol or any cocaine 
whatever, and less caffein than an or- 
dinary cup of tea or cotfee, and that as 
a beverage it was less harmful than eith- 
er coffee or tea. 

Dr.. Kelly, in urging the adoption of 
his amendment, said the legislature did 
‘not hesitate to tax the manufacturers of 
/ beer and similar beverages, and there 
was no reason why tne manufacturer of - 
a drink which he considered even worse 
'than beer, and upon which the manu- 
'facturer hed a virtual monopoly, should 
‘not be taxed as he proposed. 
| There was much interest in the vote, 
| but it was so close that no one could 
leven approximate the result until the 
vote had been counted, 

An amendment by Mr. Mills, of Chero- 

(kee, providing that none of the drinks 
‘mentioned ‘in paragraph 23 should be 
| sold to a minor was defeated. 
By the adoption of an amendment of 
Vr. Womble, of Upson, Coca-Nola was 
added to the list drinks the manu- 
'facturers of which are taxed $1,000. 

An amendment by Mr. Steed, of Tayior, 
to put a similar tax upon manufacturers 
of ginger and otherwise was de- 
feated. 

Peruna Must Pay Tax. 
Peruna, essence or ex
